With only two weeks left in which

this line. 
In case 20 per cent of the voters 
should petition for an election to de­ 
cide upon the commission form 
of 
government, which includes a

manager, the city council then or­ 
ders an election to decide the senti­ 
ment of all of the voters. This spe­ 
cial election must be held 30 days 
before the regular November elec­ 
tion.

The court room was cleared of all 
spectators to prevent a possible de" 
raonstration when the jury reported 
its verdict. The trial was the result 
of the slaying of 
seven 
detectives 
of the Baldwin and Felts Agencies 
who had fired on a number of 
em­ 
ployes during the labor trouble. The 
hearing 
lasted over a number 
o f 
months with the details telling oi the 
labor situation at the time of 
the 
battle in which the detectives w*ere 
slain. 
Labor troubles irt Mingo 
county 
mines resulted in 
the 
battle 
of 
Matewan and reached a climax to­ 
day in the result of the trial of ^ !d 
Hatfield, youthful ]K>lice chief and 
fifteen co-defendants. 
Ten men were dead when the open 
battle in the streets of M at wan be­ 
tween Baldwin-Felts Alfitgctives and

ended.
